REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

for  the  year  ended  51st  December  1971 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland* 


Mr*  Chairman,  Mrs*  Kelley  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland  for  the  year  ended 
51st  December  1971 • 

The  population  of  the  District  at  mid-June  1971  was  23*370  according 
to  the  published  Registrar  General !s  estimate,  which  is  50  higher  than  that 
for  the  previous  year* 

The  number  of  live  births  attributable  to  the  District  during  1971 
was  390  or  16  less  than  in  the  previous  year  which  gives  a  birth  rate  of 
16*7  (l6*2  adjusted)*  As  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16*0 
Leyland fs  birth  rate  is  still  slightly  above  the  national  average* 

The  number  of  deaths  at  277  was  6  more  than  the  previous  year  which 
gives  an  actual  death  rate  of  11*9  as  compared  with  11*6  for  the  country  as 
a  whole*  The  number  of  deaths  from  heart  diseases  of  all  forms  decreased 
by  3*  from  94  to  91  and  cerebrovascular  diseases  decreased  from  37  to  34« 

The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  diseases  increased  from  43  to  52,  13 
being  from  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  as  compared  with  9  the  previous 
year*  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  for  the  District  was  2*23 
and  that  for  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  0*52  whilst  the  corresponding 
national  figures  were  2*39  and  0*63®  There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
in  any  form. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  was 
8  which  is  3  more  than  last  year,  the  actual  causes  of  death  being  shown  in 
the  body  of  the  Report*  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  21*0  per 
1,000  live  births  as  against  a  national  average  of  18*0. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  received  was  42  as 
compared  with  4^1  the  previous  year*  This  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  a 
considerable  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  from  410  1°  25*  There 
were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  notified,  the  last  cases  being 
in  1956  and  1945  respectively* 
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In  the  body  of  the  Report  reference  is  made  to  the  advise  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  that  routine  vaccination  against 
Smallpox  is  not  longer  required®  However,  it  is  still  essential  to  maintain 
a  high  level  of  immunity  to  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis 
and  Measles,  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  which  is  available  at  the 
Clinics  and  on  entering  school®  The  campaign  to  immunise  all  girls  between 
the  ages  of  11  and  14  against  German  Measles  continues®  This  disease,  it 
will  be  remembered,  can  cause  the  birth  of  children  with  congenital 
deformities  it  if  is  contracted  by  the  mother  in  early  pregnancy® 

Perhaps  no  subject  in  recent  times  has  received  more  publicity  and 
aroused  more  concern  than  environmental  pollution  and  it  seems  proper  that 
the  danger  to  health  should  be  fully  appreciated®  Pollution  can,  of  course, 
arise  from  many  sources  and  control  may  be  extremely  simple  or  vastly 
complex®  Some  types  of  pollution  may  require  national  or  international 
action  to  produce  measures  for  control  but  nevertheless  much  can  be  done  at 
local  level  in  this  matter®  Indiscriminate  disposal  of  trade  wastes,  or 
of  large  items  of  domestic  refuse  is  a  growing  practice  and  in  the  case  of 
trade  wastes  can  be  a  danger  to  health  as  well  as  damaging  the  environment® 
Local  Authorities  have  an  important  role  to  play  in  this  matter,  but  only 
by  the  constant  vigilance  of  members  of  the  public  can  a  check  be  kept  on 
the  whole  area  of  the  District® 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr®  Walsh  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  willing  and  able  assistance  and  co-operation  at  all 
times®  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  other  officers  and  staff  for  their  ready 
help  whenever  this  is  required® 

I  must  also  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  and  in  particular  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  the  encouragement  and  support  which  I  always  reveice®

Physical  Features  of  the  Area 


As  the  physical  features  of  an  area  very  rarely  change  the  following 
information  has  already  appeared  in  previous  Reports,  For  the  sake  of 
continuity  and  the  benefit  of  those  who  will  be  reading  the  Report  for  the 
first  time  the  short  description  which  appears  below  would  seem  to  be 
appropriate. 


The  Urban  District  comprises  an  irregular  shaped  area,  with  its 
greater  diameter  north  and  west.  The  height  in  the  west  is  approximately 
55  feet  above  the  datum  line  rising  in  the  east  to  250  feet.  On  the  whole 
the  area  is  level  and  rises  and  falls  are  of  a  gentle  nature. 


Geologically,  the  District  lies  on  a  plain  of  triassic  rock,  upon 
which  are  deposited  a  lower  boulder  clay  layer,  a  layer  of  middle  drift 
sand  and  an  upper  boulder  clay  layer.  In  the  southern  part  of  the  District 
there  is  an  outcrop  of  sand  of  considerable  depth  and  approximately  400 
yards  in  width.  This  outcrop  dips  steeply  so  that  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Golden  Hill  it  is  some  80  feet  below  the  surface.  The  three  layers  vary 
considerably  in  depth  in  different  parts  of  the  area. 


Water  is  found  in  the  middle  drift  sand,  the  presence  of  which 
probably  accounted  for  the  selection  of  this  area  by  settlers  in  the 
distant  past.  In  the  Midge  Hall  area  there  is  a  layer  of  peat  some  12 
feet  in  depth  overlying  the  three  layers  of  glacial  drift. 


The  River  Lostock  is  the  main  natural  drainage  outlet  for  the 
District*  Into  it  run  several  small  brooks  including  the  Wymott  on  the 
western  side,  Bryning  Brook  from  the  east  with  Shaw  Brook  and  Hollins 
Brook  in  the  south,  Bryning  Brook  changes  its  name  to  Bow  Brook  and 
Bannister  Brook  during  its  course  through  the  District,  finally  entering 
the  River  Lostock  as  Mill  Brook,  Shaw  Brook  becomes  Wade  Brook  before 
entering  the  river.

The  New  Town  Development  Corporation  became  established  during  the 
year  and  a  full  time  Manager  was  appointed  with  offices  in  Cuerden  Park

The  block  of  shops  adjacent  to  the  new  market  in  Towngate  were 
eventually  completed  during  the  year  and  one  of  them  became  occupied*  A 
large  car  park  forming  part  of  the  development  was  also  completed*  The 
District  continued  to  enjoy  a  high  level  of  employment©

The  "birth  and  death  rates  shown  in  the  previous  tables  are  calculated 
on  the  actual  figures  appertaining  to  the  District,  As,  however,  districts 
vary  in  their  age/sex  composition,  the  Registrar  General  has  devised  a 
figure  by  which  the  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  which  takes  into 
account  these  factors  in  the  population.  The  birth  and  death  rates  already 
shown  are  known  as  the  'crude*  rate  but  when  multiplied  by  the  Registrar 
General's  comparability  factor,  are  known  as  the  'adjusted*  rates.  The 
comparability  factor  for  Leyland  is  0.97  for  births  and  1.24  for  deaths  and 
this  gives  the  following  figures  at  the  adjusted  rate.

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Diseases  of  the  heart  were  once  again  the  main  cause  of  death  in 
both  males  and  females*  Deaths  from  malignant  diseases  increased  from  43 
to  52  giving  a  death  rate  of  2*23  as  compared  with  1*84  i n  1970<>  The  national 
average  for  this  disease  is  2*39*  Of  these  figures  the  number  of  deaths  from, 
cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  was  13  which  gives  a  death  rate  of  0*52  as 
compared  with  0*63  for  the  country  as  a  whole*  Bronchitis/Emphysema  and 
Pneumonia  caused  13  deaths  in  each  category* 


Infant  Mortality 


There  were  8  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  which  is  3  more  than  the 
number  in  1970*  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  21*0  per  1^000 
live  births  which  is  9*0  more  than  the  previous  year*  The  causes  of  death

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  situated  in  Preston  is  used  to  examine 
specimens  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  food  and  water,  as  well  as 
biological  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacillus  and  Brucella  organisms  in 
milks o 


The  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  Preston  and  Chorley  group  of 
hospitals  situated  at  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  is  available  for 
examining  specimens  of  patients  under  treatment  as  well  as  for  pathological 
specimens  for  ordinary  diseases® 

Services  Provided  by  the  County  Council 

The  following  services  are  administered  on  behalf  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  by  Health  Division  Ho®  4>  Medical  Officer,  Dr0  J*  Walker, 
Joint  Divisional  Office,  East  Cliff,  Preston,  PR1.3JQ*  Telephones  Preston 
54068  * 


As  from  the  1st  April  1972  certain  of  the  following  services  were 
to  become  the  responsibility  of  a  new  Social  Services  Department,  Leyland-'- 
being  administered  from  an  Area  Office,  Ashfield  Park  Drive,  Standi sh 
(Tele:  Standish  3811)®  The  services  which  were  to  be  transferred  on  that 
date  are  shown  with  the  letters  (SoS0)  after  the  appropriate  heading® 
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Ambulance  Facilities 


The  Ambulance  Station,  Moss  Lane,  Leyland,  has  two  ambulances  and 
three  dual-purpose  vehicles  permanently  stationed  there.  There  is  a  staff 
of  17  providing  a  24  hour  service,  operationally  controlled  by  radio  from 
Ambulance  Headquarters  at  Broughton,  Their  sphere  of  operation  is  not 
confined  to  the  Urban  District  alone. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

This  service  has  3  District  Nursing  Sisters  who  are  all  State 
Registered  Nurses  and  4  District  Nurses  who  are  State  Enrolled,  In 
addition  there  are  2  male  District  Charge  Nurses  who  are  also  State 
Registered  and  available  to  attend  male  patients  as  required  in  the  Leyland 
area.  Their  duties  consist  mainly  of  the  care  of  patients  in  their  homes 
and  arrangements  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment  to  those  cases  requiring 
it. 

Nursing  Aid  Equipment 

A  scheme  is  in  operation  whereby  nursing  equipment  can  be  made 
available  on  short  term  loan  by  applying  at  the  Clinic  in  Yewlands  Drive, 
each  lunchtime.  This  service  is  staffed  on  a  rota  basis  by  the  District 
Nurses,  It  has  also  been  arranged  that  messages  requiring  the  attention 
of  other  services  can  also  be  taken. 

Midwifery  Service 

There  has  been  no  change  in  personnel  for  this  service,  there  being 
3  full-time  District  Midwifery  Sisters,  There  is  also  a  Relief  Midwifery 
Sister  all  of  whom  deal  with  the  domiciliary  births  occurring  in  the 
District, 

Home  Help  Service  (S.S.) 

Home  Helps  are  employed  in  Leyland  and  help  a  variety  of  cases, 
including  confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity  and  Tuberculosis 
cases.  Night  and  Evening  Helps  are  also  employed  where  needed.  The 
Home  Helps  are  not  employed  on  a  District  basis  but  are  available  wherever 
they  are  needed  within  the  Division.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a 
total  of  377  Home  Helps  available  which  includes  those  who  were  willing 
to  work  on  night  duties  and  they  had  given  assistance  to  2098  cases.  These 
figures  refer  to  the  Division  as  a  whole  as  separate  figures  of  actual 
cases  attended  in  Leyland  are  not  readily  available. 
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Clinic  Facilities 
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A  staff  of  Health  Visitors  is  based  at  the  School  Clinic  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre  in  Yewlands  Drive  who  are  employed  in  maintaining  many  of 
the  health  and  welfare  services  operated  by  the  Division  including  the  care 
of  the  elderly®  Clinic  Nurses  carry  out  the  more  routine  duties  in  the 
Clinics  and  Schools « 


Ante-Natal  Clinic 


A  weekly  session  is  held  each  Thursday  afternoon  at  the  School 
Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  Yewlands  Drive,  Leyland,  which  is 
attended  by  a  Consultant  Obstetrician  employed  by  the  Preston  and  Chorley 
Hospital  Management  Committee 0 

Child  Health  Clinics 

The  Yewlands  Drive  Clinic  provides  adequate  facilities  for  the  child 
health  sessions  which  are  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon®  In  addition  to 
these  on  each  Wednesday  afternoon,  a  further  session  is  held  in  the  Methodist 
Church  Hall,  Leyland  Lane,  Leyland,  to  assist  mothers  in  the  western  part  of 
the  District®  A  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  attend  these  sessions  and  give 
advice  on  infant  care  and  management 5  baby  foods  are  also  sold® 


School  Medical  Service 


Medical  and  hygiene  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  schools  and 
clinic  sessions  are  held  at  Yewlands  Drive  for  a  variety  of  treatments 
including  minor  ailments,  dental  care,  hearing  screening  tests,  orthopaedic 
and  ophthalmic  conditions  as  well  as  speech  therapy®  The  County  Council 
make  special  provisions  for  residential  and  day  special  schooling  for  various

Residential  Homes  are  provided  to  accommodate  elderly  and  infirm 
persons  who  no  longer  have  anyone  to  care  for  them  adequately#  A  Home 
for  such  persons  at  Broadfield  House,  Leyland,  continued  to  provide 
accommodation  for  a  total  of  50  male  and  female  residents#  Selected 
cases  may  also  be  admitted  to  Broadfield  House  for  day  care  for  one  or 
two  days  per  week# 

Structural  adaptations  can  also  be  arranged  for  the  dwellings  of 
handicapped  persons,  for  such  matters  as  door  widening  and  provision  of

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  fell  from  410  in  1970  to  25,  most 
of  which  occurred  during  the  March  quarter  of  the  year*  It  will  be  noted 
that  there  were  7  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  compared  with  4  last  year* 
There  were  again  no  cases  of  Dysentery  but  2  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
were  notified*

Food  Poisoning 

Notification  was  received  in  March  from  the  Deepdale  Isolation 
Hospital,  Preston,  that  a  woman  patient  had  been  transferred  to  them  from 
the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  where  she  had  been  operated  on  for  appendicitis 
but  had  afterwards  been  found  to  be  suffering  from  a  salmonella  Typhimurium 
infection.  She  had  experienced  symptoms  of  diahorrea  and  sickness  the  day 
after  admission  to  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  and  following  this  information 
investigations  were  carried  out  at  her  home  when  it  was  found  that  her 
husband  was  also  infected %1 though  he  had  experienced  no  food  poisoning 
symptoms.  There  were  two  children  in  the  family  who  were  free  from  infection. 
Investigations  showed  that  the  husband  had  purchased  some  beef  on  the  day 
before  his  wife  had  been  admitted  to  the  hospital  and  had  stewed  it  himself. 
The  beef  was  left  in  the  kitchen  overnight  and  merely  warmed  up  by  the  wife 
for  her  lunch  before  being  admitted  to  hospital  for  her  appendicitis 
operation,  (She  had  been  having  abdominal  pains  for  nearly  one  week). 

The  remaining  stewed  beef  was  subsequently  warmed  up  by  the  husband  later 
that  evening  and  eaten  by  him  but  neither  of  the  children  had  eaten  any 
of  the  meat.  Investigations  were  carried  out  at  the  butcher's  shop  from 
which  the  meat  had  been  purchased  and  faeces  specimens  from  all  the  staff 
were  shown  to  be  negative.  A  drain  swab  was  placed  in  the  drainage  system 
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of  the  shop  and  laboratory  examination  after  one  week  showed  that  no 
salmonella  organisms  were  present*  The  husband  became  free  from  infection 
within  a  week  of  the  case  coming  to  light*  The  wife  wan  subsequently 
discharged  from  the  Isolation  Hospital  still  affected  with  salmonella,  and 
she  continued  in  this  state  for  a  period  of  approximately  9  weeks*  Ho 
further  infection  of  the  family  occurred  nor  were  any  other  cases  found 
anywhere  in  the  District* 

Prom  the  above  it  would  appear  that  the  husband  had  been  carrying 
the  infection  without  suffering  any  symptoms  and  had  himself  infected  the 
meat  subsequently  consumed  by  his  wife* 

Immunisation  against  Infectious  Disease 

In  July  a  Memorandum  was  received  immunisation  Against  Infectious 
Disease"  prepared  by  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee  for  the 
Central  Health  Services  Council®  The  Memorandum  brought  up  to  date 
developments  in  the  field  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  for  the  diseases 
of  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis,  Measles,  Rubella, 
Tuberculosis,  Influenza,  Anthrax,  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers,  Yellow 
Fever,  Cholera,  Rabies  and  Smallpox®  It  Is  interesting  to  record  that 
the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
drew  particular  attention  to  the  recommendation  that  routine  Smallpox 
vaccination  in  early  childhood  should  be  withdrawn  but  that  routine 
Rubella  vaccination  for  girls  should  be  introduced*  The  Smallpox 
recommendation  had  been  made  possible  by  the  World  Health  Organisation 
Smallpox  Eradication  programme®  The  Memorandum  pointed  out,  however, 
that  it  was  essential  that  all  those  people  likely  to  come  into  contact 
with  an  infected  case  should  still  be  adequately  vaccinated  and  that  all 
travellers  to  areas  of  the  world  where  Smallpox  still  occurs  should  be 
protected  by  recent  vaccination*  The  Memorandum  stated  that  "mass 
vaccination  of  a  whole  community  on  the  appearance  of  a  case  of  Smallpox 
within  it  is  now  contra-indicated*  Contacts  of  a  case  should  be  vaccinated 
or  re-vaccinated  without  delay"® 

So  far  as  Rubella  is  concerned  it  has  been  known  for  some  time  that 
there  was  a  relationship  between  maternal  Rubella  and  congenital  defects 
in  the  new  bom  and  that  there  was  a  need  to  prevent  pregnant  women  from 
contracting  the  disease,  particularly  during  early  pregnancy*  As  it  is  now 
possible  to  prepare  vaccines  capable  of  protecting  against  the  disease  it 
is  now  recommended  that  such  vaccination  should  be  offered  as  a  routine  to 
all  girls  aged  11,  12  and  13  years® 
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Cholera 


In  last  year’s  Report  it  was  recorded  that  a  case  of  Cholera  (El 
Tor)  had  occurred  in  Flintshire  and  had  been  contracted  in  Djerba,  Tunisia* 
The  World  Health  Organisation  reported  that  7  cases  of  Cholera  (El  Tor) 
had  occurred  in  Spain  in  the  month  of  July  this  year  and  as  these  were 
near  the  main  route  from  the  Pyrenees  to  Madrid  all  travellers  to  the 
province  of  Zaragoza  were  expected  to  have  vaccination  against  Cholera*

Milk 


The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and 
carry  out  a  routine  examination  of  milk  on  sale  in  the  District  for 
adulteration  (added  water)  fat  deficiency  and  also  the  addition  of 
antibiotics*  A  total  of  44  samples  of  milk  were  taken  (5  of  which  were 
Channel  Island  Milk)  and  all  but  one  were  found  to  be  genuine* 

The  system  arranged  with  all  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the 
constituent  Authorities  of  Health  Division  Ho*  4  for  the  regular  sampling 
of  milk  to  ascertain  the  presence  of  Brucella  organisms  was  continued 
during  the  year*  There  are  three  farms  within  the  boundary  of  the  Urban 
District  which  are  still  selling  untreated  milk  direct  to  the  public* 

Arising  from  this  procedure  51  bulk  samples  were  taken  from  chums  on  the 
farm  of  which  1  was  found  to  contain  brucella  organisms*  Following 
individual  samples  from  the  herd  affected  1  cow  was  immediately  slaughtered* 
Milk  affected  with  brucella  organisms  can  cause  a  disease  known  as  undulant 
fever  in  man*  Pasteurisation  renders  the  milk  safe  for  human  consumption 
but  the  ultimate  aim  is  the  eradication  of  this  infection  in  dairy  herds 
and  to  this  end  the  Government  Eradication  Scheme  is  gaining  momentum* 

Arrangements  were  continued  whereby  any  farmer,  before  purchasing 
fresh  milking  stock  can  arrange  through  ourselves,  to  have  a  sample  of  milk 
examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  from  each  cow  he  intends  to  purchase* 

Meat 


The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  continued  in  use 
throughout  the  year,  where  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  were  slaughtered*  It 
will  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  that 
there  was  a  one  hundred  percent  inspection  by  qualified  staff  of  all  animals 
killed  at  the  slaughterhouse  in  the  District* 

A  total  of  approximately  8  cwts#  of  butchers’  meat  and  offal  from 
the  slaughterhouse  was  rejected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  as  being 
either  diseased  or  otherwise  unsound* 
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Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970 

Inspections  were  made  regularly  of  all  premises  where  food  was 
prepared,  sold  or  stored  and  the  following  table  has  been  prepared  to 
indicate  the  number  of  various  types  of  food  businesses  and  their 
compliance  with  the  Regulations  with  regard  to  wash-hand  basins  and 
sinks.

Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs*  Kelley  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Annual  Report  dealing  with 
certain  aspects  of  the  control  of  the  environment# 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  'being  an  integral 
part  of  the  work  of  the  Department  again  required  considerable  attention. 
The  change  in  the  character  of  refuse  is  demanding  vehicles  which  are 
capable  of  compressing  the  ever  increasing  volume  to  be  collected  whilst 
on  the  round  and  in  order  to  maintain  a  weekly  service  the  collection 
fleet  must  be  kept  in  line  with  such  developments*  We  experienced, 
considerable  difficulty  in  finding  a  suitable  site  for  disposal  of  refuse 
and  as  all  available  sites  within  the  District  are  now  filled  we  have  had 
of  necessity  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  an  adjoining  Rural  District 
for  the  joint  use  of  a  site  in  their  area.  We  were  not  able  to  despatch 
the  quantity  of  waste  paper  we  should  have  liked  which  was  due  to  a 
recession  in  the  waste  paper  industry*  A  recovery  rate  of  1.98  tonnes 
per  thousand  of  population  per  month  is  however  still  very  high  for  a 
District  of  this  size* 


The  first  steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  implement  a  clean 
air  policy  with  the  acceptance  by  the  Authority  of  a  comprehensive  smoke 
control  programme  to  cover  the  entire  District  within  the  foreseeable 
future.  The  cleansing'  of  the  air  we  breath  is  a  worthwhile  endeavour 
the  benefits  of  which  will  be  enjoyed  by  all  people* 


We  hear  much  these  days  of  the  quality  of  life  and  ‘virtually  all 
the  activities  of  local  authorities  are  directed  to  this  purpose.  That 
we  in  the  Public  Health  Department  have  an  important  role  to  play  in  this 


concept  cannot  be  denied  and  with  talk  of  Reorganisation  already  in  the 
air  leaving  no  doubt  that  Ley land  would  cease  to  be  a  separate  local 
authority  by  1974 5  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  services  developed  on 
local  knowledge  will  not  be  lost  to  some  large  unit  too  remote  from  the 
people  they  are  supposed  to  serve* 
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My  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  who  give  their  full  support  willingly  and  wholeheartedly  to  the 
activities  and  problems  with  which  we  have  to  deal  throughout  the  year. 

The  increasing  support  given  to  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
by  the  elected  members  of  the  Authority  is  an  essential  prerequisite  of 
most  local  government  activity  and  is  very  much  appreciated.

With  the  occupation  of  a  further  102  new  dwellings  the  number  now 
built  in  the  District  since  1920  is  6014  or  7&/0  of  the  J8Q6  available. 

This  high  percentage  of  comparatively  modem  houses  indicates  the  fairly 
rapid  growth  of  the  District  and  indicates  a  high  standard  of  housing 
generally  in  respect  of  basic  amenities  *  Some  of  these  houses ,  particularly 
those  built  in  the  1920 *  s  and  30fs  however,  lack  cex^tain  refinements  now 
found  necessary  in  modem  housing  mainly  in  respect  of  electrical  services, 
insulation,  position  of  bathroom  and  modem  ideas  on  the  facilities  which 
should  be  found  in  the  kitchen.  Whole  house  heating  which  is  now  more  and 
more  acceptable  in  all  types  of  house  is  in  many  cases  conspicuous  by 
its  absence. 

Action  under  the  Housing  Acts  was  taken  on  the  following  house  -

with  a  view  to  placing  a  Closing  Order  on  it.  In  anticipation  of  the 
Closing  Order  (which  was  made  in  1972)  the  family  of  5  were  re-housed  by

The  following  three  houses  which  had  been  the  subject  of  Closing 
Orders  for  a  number  of  yeans  were  finally  demolished  by  the  owners  after 
having  obtained  ’’clearance55  from  +he  Planning  Authorities  as  they  had  at

In  the  1969  Housing  Act  provision  was  made  for  the  rents  of 
controlled  tenancies  to  be  amended  provided  they  satisfied  a  certain 
standard  of  repair  and  facilities,  e#g*  internal  w*c.f  bath,  hot  water, 
wash-hand  basin,  etc*  Before  applying  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  an 
amendment  the  owner  was  required  to  obtain  a  Qualification  Certificate 
from  the  Local  Authority  before  a  fair  rent  could  be  decided  upon.  The 
following  table  shows  the  number  of  such  applications  made  and  how  they 
were  dealt  with.

In  order  effectively  to  control  the  number  of  rats  and  mice  in  any 
District  it  is  essential  that  early  attention  be  paid  to  report  of  their 
presence  and  that  routine  inspections  should  be  carried  out  regularly  at 
those  places  most  likely  to  harbour  them,  e.g.  refuse  disposal  tips, 
sewage  works,  farms,  etc0  The  Agricultural  Contract  Service  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  on  agricultural  properties  continued*  A  total  of  22 
Contracts  were  being  operated  during  the  year* 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  sewerage  system  of  the  District 
again  indicated  that  there  were  no  rats  in  the  sewers  of  Leyland*  This 
is  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  It  was  not  necessary  to  ask  for 
authority  to  serve  statutory  notices  under  the  Pests  Act  as  all  treatments 
found  to  be  necessary  were  agreed  with  the  owners  concerned. 


DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 


There  were  no  extensions  by  the  Local  Authority  to  the  main 
drainage  system®  With  the  continual  development  of  housing  estates 
however,  by  private  developers  sewers  are  laid  as  and  when  necessary* 
There  was,  however,  no  significant  increase  in  flow  from  any  particular 
part  of  the  area*

Clearance  of  Blocked  Drains  and  Sewers 


For  many  years  the  Department  has  provided  a  service  for  the 
clearing  of  drains  and  sewers,  including  public  severs  serving  individual 
or  groups  of  property*  We  cleared  a  total  of  4-01  blockages  during  the 
course  of  the  year  a,s  compared  with  exactly  the  same  number  in  1 9 7 0 
It  has  not  been  our  practice  to  make  any  charge  where  the  blockage  could 
be  removed  by  plunging  or  if  access  was  available,  for  example  by  inspect! 
chambers,  or  of  course  where  a  public  sewer  was  involved*  In  those  cases, 
however,  where  it  was  necessary  to  break  open  the  ground  in  business  or 
private  properties  we  recovered  the  cost  in  respect  of  drains  only* 

Section  17  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  allows  the  local  authority  to 
carry  out  any  works  necessary  to  remove  blockages  provided  the  cost  does 
not  exceed  £2* 


Drain  Inspections 

As  required  by  the  Public  Health  Act  193^  inspections  were  made 
of  all  drainage  alterations  to  premises  carried  out  by  private 
contractors  provided  the  alteration  or  repair  had  not  involved  the 
depositing  of  plans  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor*  In  such  cases  the 
necessary  drainage  alterations  are  approved  by  his  staff  along  with  the 
other  works* 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Full  investigations  are  carried  out  into  those  cases  of  infectious 
disease  which  come  to  our  notice,  the  details  of  which  have  already  been 
given  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Report * 

Suitable  disinfectant  for  use  in  sick  rooms  is  available  free  of 
charge  to  those  cases  which  are  being  nursed  at  home*  The  small  8  oz* 
bottles  of  strong  white  disinfectant  with  a  Rideal  Walker  co»efficient  of 
18/22  were  available  on  demand  to  any  householder  in  the  District  from  the 
Councils  main  store  at  Heaton  Street*  Approximately  6  gross  were 
distributed  during  the  year*  Small  quantities  are  held  in  the  Public 
Health  Department  office  for  those  people  who  find  it  difficult  to  visit 
the  Depot*

The  number  of  cattle  at  432  compares  with  393  slaughtered  the 
previous  year*  The  number  of  pigs  rose  from  259  to  318  and  the  number 
of  sheep  feel  from  1240  to  1196 « 

The  4  cases  of  viable  Cysticercus  bovis  were  the  first  to  be 
discovered  since  the  one  case  in  1968*  In  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  the  affected  parts  were  rejected 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  the  carcases  were  sent  for  cold 
storage  at  a  temperature  not  exceeding  20  F  for  a  period  of  three  weeks. 
Refrigeration  at  this  temperature  for  this  length  of  time  is  sufficient 
to  destroy  any  lesions  of  the  parasite  which  may  remain  in  the  general 
carcase. 


A  total  of  approximately  8  cwts,  of  butchers  meat  and  offal  from 
the  slaughterhouse  was  rejected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  as  being 
either  diseased  or  otherwise  unsound.  This  compares  with  cwts*  the 
previous  year.  The  most  common  cause  of  rejection  was  cirrhosis  of  the 
liver,  caused  by  *  liver  fluke r  -  a  parasite  found  on  some  grasslands. 


The  practice  of  Sunday  slaughtering  was  continued  during  the 
year,  approximately  two -thirds  of  the  throughput  being'  slaughtered  on 
this  day*  All  animals  were  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter  and 
stamped  with  an  approved  mark  indicating  the  name  of  the  Authority  and 
the  identity  of  the  particular  Inspector  concerned*

As  many  visits  as  possible  are  normally  arranged  to  these  premises 
to  ensure  that  they  are  conforming  to  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations  which  are  designed  to  ensure  that  all  food  consumed  is  safe 
and  clean  and  prepared  in  premises  suitably  constructed,  equipped  and 
maintained  for  the  purpose.

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DISINFESTATION 


It  was  necessary  to  disinfest  8  houses  for  bed  bugs  which  is  2 
less  than  the  previous  year*  These  infestations  occurred  in  3  Council 
owned  properties  and  6  in  privately  owned  houses*  The  insecticide  used 
to  control  these  was  D*D.T*  with  added  Pyre thrum  in  a  kerosene  base* 

The  degree  of  success  achieved  over  a  good  number  of  years  with  this 
combination  of  insecticides  is  quite  remarkable  and  it  is  quite  rare 
for  even  a  second  treatment  to  be  necessary.  Householders  should  be 
encouraged  to  report  any  unusual  insect  found  in  the  house  parti cuarly 
if  it  is  biting*  Any  treatment  necessary  is  carried  out  in  a  discreet 
manner  so  as  to  avoid  embarrassment  and  without  charge* 


Small  Ermine  Moth 


The  activities  of  the  caterpillar  of  this  moth  which  for  the  past 
few  years  had  been  attacking  hawthorn  hedges  in  full  leaf  and  some 
fruit  trees  in  this  area  were  again  considerably  curtailed*  Small  packs 
of  Dipterex  80,  the  recommended  insecticide  for  controlling  this  pest, 
were  available  from  our  general  stores  for  any  person  who  wished  to  use 
it,  a  5p  pack  being  sufficient  to  formulate  2  gallons  of  spray*  This 
insecticide  which  is  of  the  organo  phosphorous  group  deteriorates 
rapidly  after  use  and  is,  therefore,  much  less  harmful  to  other  forms

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Other  Pests 

It  was  necessary  to  deal  with  15  cases  of  cockroach  infestations 
as  compared  with  24  in  1970*  As  the  eggs  of  these  creatures  are  usually 
laid  in  inaccessible  parts  of  buildings  they  are  difficult  to  eradicate * 
The  use  of  our  fogging  machine  allows  the  dispersal  of  insecticide  to 
these  otherwise  inaccessible  parts.

CLEAN  AIR 


Following  a  Circular  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
indicating  that  the  amount  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  available  for  the 
domestic  market  was  likely  to  be  a  good  deal  more  than  in  previous  years, 
the  local  authority  decided  to  embark  upon  a  system  of  smoke  control 
throughout  the  District.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in  January  1970  owing 
to  the  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  as  well  as  restrictions  on  capital 
expenditure  the  Department  of  the  Environment  had  indicated  to  us  that  any 
proposals  by  Authorities  who  had  not  already  embarked  on  a  clean  air 
programme  would  have  to  be  deferred  for  the  time  being.  In  view  of  the 
improving  situation  I  was  authorised  to  prepare  a  further  comprehensive 
report  on  the  setting  up  of  a  smoke  control  programme  to  cover  the  entire 
District  and  this  Report  was  presented  and  accepted  by  the  Council  in 
November,  The  Report  suggested  that  the  whole  District  could  be  covered 
by  the  creation  of  21  smoke  control  areas  and  the  Council  decided:-*

with  the  Rejjort  and  plans  ; 


the  preliminary  procedure  for  the  making  of  a  smoke  control  order 
to  the  suggested  Area  No.  1  (comprising  approximately  580  dwellings 
he  authorised; 

in  seeking  the  provisional  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  a  fixed  programme  over  12  years 
he  suggested  subject  to  an  acceleration  of  such  programme  to  7 
years  should  circumstances  justify  and  staff  requirements  permit.

Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1964 

Every  local  authority  is  required  to  maintain  a  register  of  persons 
carrying  on  the  business  of  scrap  metal  dealer  in  their  area*  The 
registration  is  effective  for  a  periof  of  three  years  but  can,  of  course, 
be  cancelled  at  any  time.  It  is  an  offence  for  any  person  to  carry  on 
business  as  a  scrap  metal  dealer  without  being  registered  with  the 
Authority  and  is  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
£100*  The  Act  also  lays  down  certain  other  provisions,  particuarly  with 
regard  to  maintaining  records  of  all  transactions  and  prohibiting  dealing 
with  persons  under  the  age  of  16  years.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  insofar 
as  maintaining  a  record  of  transactions  are  enforced  by  the  Police 
Authority.  The  Act  repealed  and  consolidated  various  old  statutes  going' 
back  to  the  year  1861.

With  the  delivery  of  the  15  cubic  yard  side  loader  vehicle ,  the 
old  Dennis  side  loader  (April  1963)  has  been  retained  for  use  as  a 
spare  vehicle*  In  this  capacity  it  will  prove  most  useful  particularly 
for  the  special  collection  type  of  work*  During  the  year  we  made  1178 
special  visits  to  collect  unwanted  furniture  or  other  rubbish  outside  the 
scope  of  the  normal  collection  rounds*  Consideration  was  also  given 
to  the  replacement  of  the  37  cu.yd.  continuous  loader  Par.it  IIIA  vehicle 
purchased  in  February  i.967*  Continuous  loading  machines  involve 
considerable  wear  and  tear  and  the  vehicle  was  requiring  excessive  amounts 
of  repair  work  to  maintain  it  in  full  working  order  week  by  week*  It  was 
decided  to  continue  with  our  policy  of  using  ^0  cu*yd.  ITorba  continuous 
loading  vehicles  and  a  further  order  was  placed  for  such  a  vehicle 
mounted  as  are  the  other  too  on  a  Leyland  Albion  Chieftain  chassis, 
delivery  was  to  be  in  mid  1972. 
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Me  continued  to  use  salvage  trailers  on  the  three  main  house  refuse 
collection  rounds  which  apart  from  the  increased  amount  of  salvageable 
paper  we  are  able  to  extract  from  the  refuse  the  capacity  of  the  unit  is 
increased  as  waste  paper  is  not  being  thrown  in  to  the  main  refuse 
collecting  body* 

The  lx  cu0yd«  bulk  refuse  containers  first  introduced  into  the 
District  in  1969  continued  to  be  popular  at  certain  premises  producing

The  work  studied  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  in  operation  on 
the  refuse  collection  rounds *  No  significant  alterations  were  necessary 
on  Teams  Nos*  1  and  2  and  Team  No*  3  had  already  taken  in  additional 
houses  built  on  the  Whelmar  estate  on  a  daywork  basis*  With  the  continued 
extension  of  this  estate ,  however,  it  became  necessary  for  a  fifth  vehicle 
to  service  the  additional  houses*  Team  No*  4  mainly  employed  on  shops 
continued  as  before*  It  was  becoming  obvious  that  with  the  continued 
erection  of  new  houses  it  was  necessary  for  our  scheme  to  be  brought  up 
to  date  and  after  much  consideration  the  Council  decided  to  obtain  the 
services  of  ’’L.AoKUS.AoC* "  an  advisory  body  set  up  and  financed  by  local 
authorities  to  advise  on  incentive  bonus  schemes  and  the  like*

The  Municipal  owned  dustbin  scheme  operated  since  1949  is  now  an 
integral  part  of  the  public  cleansing  service ®  The  scheme  is  not  all 
embracing  in  that  new  property  is  required  to  have  the  first  dustbin 
provided  from  other  sources®  We  will  then  maintain  one  dustbin  for  each 
rated  premises  ,  i  <,  e®  replaced  free  of  charge  when  the  original  dustbin 
wears  out®  We  are  continuing  to  provide  the  3i  cruft®  bin  constructed 
of  high  density  blow  moulded  polyethylene®  In  addition  to  being  noiseless 
in  operation  it  is  light  for  the  men  to  handle  and,  of  course,  there  is  no 
corrosion  problem.  Householders  issued  with  these,  however,  are  expected 
to  use  common  sense  and  not  deposit  red  hot  ashes  nor  light  fires  in  them®

Disposal 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  continued  to  dispose  of  all 
our  refuse  at  the  Council Js  sewage  disposal  works  at  Emnie  Lane*  In 
addition  to  filling  in  the  lagoon  of  sludge  created  'by  the  extensions 
further  ramps  were  made  to  provide  access  to  different  parts  of  the 
works*  This  was  finally  completed  at  the  end  of  March  and  as  permission 
had  still  not  keen  granted  to  use  the  new  tipping  facilities  at  Ulnes 
Walton  we  moved  temporarily  back  to  the  old  tip  at  Dawson  Lane  for  a  few 
weeks  in  order  to  raise  slightly  the  level  at  one  end  of  the  tip*  On  the 
19th  April  consent  having  been  finally  obtained  we  moved  to  Ulnes  Walton* 
This  tip  is  in  the  area  of  the  Chorley  Rural  District  Council  hut  there 
is  a  special  clause  in  the  draft  agreement  between  them  and  the  Worden 
Estate  allowing  us  to  tip  there  on  mutually  agreed  terms*  No  formal 
agreement  has  yet  been  made  between  ourselves  and  the  Rural  District 
but  it  is  intended  that  the  cost  of  operating  this  tip  would  be  shared 
between  the  two  Authorities  in  the  proportion  of  the  population  served 
by  the  tip*  At  the  present  time  we  are  operating'  our  own  shovel  there 
and  are  taking  in  the  refuse  from  several  surrounding  parishes  in  the 
Rural  District*  This  pattern  is  likely  to  continue  for  a  few  years  until 
the  Rural  District  tip  at  Coppull  is  completed  after  which  it  is  expected 
that  practically  the  whole  of  the  Chorley  Rural  District  Council  refuse 
will  be  brought  to  this  disposal  point* 


Having  completed  the  Dawson  Lane  tip  the  final  levelling  and 
soiling  was  carried  out  during  the  summer*  We  had  entered  upon  this 
site  in  July  1956  and  had  tipped  continually  there  for  13  years*  During 
this  period  we  had  saved  as  much  top  soil  as  possible  from  loads  coming 
on  to  the  site ,  there  being  none  available  at  Dawson  Lane  itself 9  owing 
to  the  extensive  sand  and  gravel  workings  which  had  been  operated  there 
for  many  years 9  no  top  soil  having  been  saved*  The  area  of  the  site 
covered  approximately  15  acres  over  most  of  which  we  had  tipped  and  the 
spreading  of  top  soil  over  this  area  was  quite  a  large  operation*  In 
addition  to  our  own  shovel  we  hired  a  large  bulldozer  with  a  14*  blade 
to  assist  in  the  work*  We  provided  some  of  the  labour  for  picking  off 
surface  stones  etc*  and  the  area  was  finally  sown  with  grass  seed  in  the 
autumn  by  the  owners,  the  Worden  Estate*
